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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the statement "Therefore 
the original unaltered video information is modified to include the annotation to the output" as being different from the previous 
interpretation "King teaches the modification of the video provided to a display by outputting the original unaltered video with the 
annotation." The applicant further argues the interpretation that King teaches modifying the "original unaltered video information" to 
include the annotation contradicts King since King states in the abstract that "Full motion digital video frames, or other indexed data 
structures, are annotated with text, graphics, and digital audio without modifications to the original video information." The applicant's 
arguments fail to take King's invention into view. King stores the annotations separate from the video data in order to not modify the 
original video information. King then provides a modified video data, which includes the annotations, to a viewer as specifically stated in 
Col 6 Line 51- Col 7 Line 1 1 . King shows the video data is multiplexed with the annotation data and sent to a frame buffer (Col 7 Lines 
(7-11). This frame buffer is used to present the combination of video with annotations (modified original video) to a display (Col 4 Lines 
5-9 and Col 6 Line 53-55). Therefore, King is teaching a system for providing a modified video signal (video with annotations) to a 
display without making the modification permantent to the original video. 
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
